A MORE FRIENDLY FEELING TO- 
WARD U.S. SECURITIES. 
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Bhodes Again in High Favor 
peror William Disconntenances 
a Guelph House Alliance. 


London, Jan. 28.—The attitude of 
British investors toward Awmericau 
business underwent a notable chaupe 
during the past week. Ever since the 
Venezuelan affair, the only ices of | 
British holders of American securities 
has been to sell whenever they could 
do so with any profit, or without too 
greataloss. In the beginning of the 
present upward rush of American 
stocks, both speculators and conserva- 
tive holders of transatlantic securities 
were eager to take advantage of the op- 
portunity to unload, the former selling 
for profit, in view of the crash in the 
market, which was deemed inevitable; 
the luttrer to get rid of what they re- 
warded as unsafe property, which they 
had been Icng holding. 

England has been enjoying a little 
boom of her ownin South African min- 
ing enterprises. to which an impetus 
bas been given by the presence here of 
Mr. Cecil Rhodes, the South African 
maguate. Mr. Rhodes’ agent, Dr. 
Rutherford Harris, says the cabinet 
has promised an imperial guarantee of 
the Cape railroad, from Buluwayo to 
the Zambesi river, a distance of 350 
miles, und when that section 1s com- 
pleted the government will probably 
xuarantee the road to Luke Tanganyika. 
There is an interestivg story of Mr. 
Rhodes’ services in connection witb the 
Soudan campaign, which incidentally 
played en important part in ipfluenc- 
ing the cabinet 1n his favor. The gov- 
ernment, it uppears, could rot buy the | 
engines and piaut necessary to operate 
General Kitchener’s strategic railroad, 
which has an unusual guage, und when 
Mr. Rhodes heard of this he sicrificed | 
the equipment bought for the British 
Chartered South African company, and 
so enabled the campaign to be fiuished 
nearly a year sooner than would bave 
been possible if he had uot come to the 
rescue. 

Emperor Wiiliam’s action at Hanover 
is regarded as being of great political 
significance. From a member of his 
mutjesty’s entourage who accompanied 
him to Hauover, the following bas been 
learned: Tbe emperor had accepted an 
invitation to attend this week the sil- 
ver wedding festivities of the Duke and 
Duchess cf Saxe-Cobonrg and Gotha, 
but beard with chagrin that the Duke 
of Camberland, the Guelph claimant of 
Hanover and Brunswick, bad also been 
invited. Thereupon he sent a strong 
expression of his dissatisfuction to the 
Duke of Saxe-Cobourg and Gotha and 
although the Duke of Cumberland in 
the meanwhile had expressed regrets at 
his inability to attend, the emperor re- 
mained in high dudgeon and stayed 
away. 


Deep Ocean Temperature. 

Sydney, N. S. W., Jan. 29.—After 
taking soundings between the islands of 
Lougn and Aucklad, N. Z., the cfliicers 
of the Penguin found that the Falcon 
Island, which suddenly came up out of 
the ocean in 1885,is gradually receding. 
When re-located by the Penguin olti- 
cers, they discovered that the island is 
now three fathoms under water. The 
officers also succeeded in taking the tem- 
perature of the ocean at a greater depth 
than ever before. Hitherto when the 
thermometer got down a distance it 
was invariably broken. On this occas- 
ion the thermometer was sent down 
4,762 fathoms, where temperature was 
found to be 35.50 degrees, while on the 
surface the temperature was 82 degrees. 
This, the officers of the Penguin assert, 
is the deepest ocean reading ever taken. 


C. P. R. Financial Report. 


Montreal, Jan. 29.—The financial re- 
portof the Canadian Pacific railway 
for December is as follows: Gross 
earnings $2,671,117, working expenses 
$1,392,0uU6, net profits $1,279,111. In 
December, 1897, the net profits were 
$1,053,454 and for the twelve months 
ending Dec. 31, 1898, the figures are: 
Gross earnings $26,138.977, working 
expenses $15,663,605, net profits 310,- 
475.372. For the twelve months ended 
Dec. 31, 1897, there was a net profit of 
$10,303,776. The increase in net profits 
over the same period last year is there- 
fore, for December $225,657, and from 
Jan. 1 to Dec. 31 there was aa increase 
of $171,596. 


Strack by a Train. 

Altoona, Pa., Jan. 29.—A gang of 
twenty-six track repair men were work- 
ing on the railroad at the western open- 
ing of the Gallitzen tunnel at 3 0 ‘eleck 
this afternoon when they heard the ap- 
proach of a locomotive, which was 
running west through the tunnel. The 
workmen all stepped from the north 
track on which the west-bound trains 
move, tothe south track. The smoke 
in the tunnel prevented them from see- 
ing the approaching locomotive, which, 
in order to avoid obstructions on the 
north track, was running on the south 
tack. The result was one man was in- 
startly killed, one died in Altoona bos- 
pital and sixteen were more or less in- 
jered. None escaped without injury. 


Vicar Ford’s Death. 

Vancouver, Jan. 29.—The death by 
accident of Rev. F. A. Ford, vicar of 
Revelstoke, is a severe loss to the dio- 
cese of New Westininster, Mr. Ford 
having been an active and devoted 
Christian clergyman, who promised to 
do excellent work in British Columbia 
during what seemed likely to prove a 
long career of ministerial usefulness. 
The diocese can ill-afford to lose men 
like the late Vicar of Revelstoke. Mr.

A Manitoba Invention 
of Interest to Farmers. 
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This cut illustrates a simple stubble- 
burning machine recently patented in 
Canada and the States. It is attached 
to the hind axle of a wagoa loaded with 
straw for fuel, and the length of the 
pole places it about 12 feet behind the 
wagon. The machine is 8 or 10 feet 
vide, made entirely of sheet iron. and 
the whole weight is carried on two 
travelling wheels. The wagon moves 
thead and a man throws down in front 
of the burner sufficient straw to feed 
the machine, the straw being carried 
under the hanging 
~grate-bars inside which are two inches 
trom the ground. To start the fire 
hrow down some lighted straw and 
sraw the machine over it, and it will 
eed itself so long as the wagon supply 
s kept up. The back of the machine 
is closed nearly to the ground; the fire 
does not escape but is actnally forced 
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Fig. 1 shows growth of griin on 
plowed-in stubble. The stubble and 
weed tops lying in the furrow discon- 
nect the top surface from the subsoil, 
keep the land open and the moisture es- 
capes; and straws which have not 
rotted stick out of the ground carrying 
air into the roots and moisture out. 
Some years the growing crop has a 
struggle for necessary moisture between 
the sowing aud the June rains, but if 
moisture can be retained for even four 
days longer,it may save the entire crop.

novelty to serve arr ong the sweets atthe | 
end of luncheon,”’ said a clever woman | 
yesterdsy. 

Of itself it’s a mere trifle, and yet It is 
one of these little odds and ends which fit | 
in so prettily before the coffee comes en. 

It is called the “‘marshimallow bashet,”” | 
and it isn't hard to do if one knows how | 
to make a good, rich cooky dough. 

My recipe for the dough is as follows: + 

One-half cupfal of butter, one cupful of 
sugar, two whole eggs or four yolks, two 
tablexpoonfals of milk, flour to rol] (about 
2% cupfuls), two even teaspoonfuls of 
taking powdcr and one-half teaspoonful | 
of vanilla. I use vanilla by pre.frence, 
but any other spice or favoring could be 
substituted if better liked 

Now. about the manipulation. Firrt of 
all, L roll ont the dough very thin and cot 
it in diamond shaved pieccs, which should 
measure about four anches between the cp- 
posite long ends. 

Now. in the centcrof eachef these I _ 
place a2 imarshmaliow. I fold the long 
points over it and press them together. 

‘These are baked in the oven. As ther 
nre served cold they may be baked 
Gime before needed. 

In bakirg the transformation takes 
place which :nakes a besket of your work 

The marshmallow will sell, of course 
under the heat and round the joined 
dcugh. In cooling of it contracts again 
and after this contr: ction the dough will | 
be left like the handle of a wee basket. 

Dough which is left over from the baa — 
kets can be used to make another little | 
sweet bit—sugar fingers. i 

For these break off pieces of the dough | 
about the size of hickory nuts and rul! | 
this into strips about foar inches long 
scarcely as thick as the litt.e finger. Roll

cities. It will also peint to the necessity 
for better equipment among woinen seek- 
ing employment in their chosen field. It 
is a recognized fact among those whocome 
much in contact with professional work 

ers tnat few of them are adequately trained 
for the work they would undertake. The 
superficiality of the study and the total 
unfitness of the average woman for he> 
task are enough to startle one whe comes 
in contact with her for the first time. Her 
assurance, too, Which usually accompanies 
ignorance, is so amazing that few persons 
have the temerity to undcceive her, so she 
goes on in her blindness, doing herself 
and those whom she would instruct more 
injury than good. It would be a safe esti- 
mute that out of the 11,660 women fol- 
lowing art asa profession not mere than 
1,100 are properly equipped and trained 
for the work. If so sina!ll a percentage

RAILWAY FORECLOSED. 


“Can a man commit the most |Comsternation Among the Shareholders 


iu Montreal. 

Montreal, Jun. 24.- -The Sun Life As- 
surance Co. of Canada, with headquar- 
jters in this city, has foreclosed upon 
the property of the Coruwall street rail- 
way and as a cousequence there is 
some consternation among Montreal 
shareholders, who happen still to be 
loaded with this stock. An important 
judgment was handed down at Corn- 
wall on Saturday by Chief Justice Ar- 
wour, in the matter of the action of 
the foreclosure brought by J. T. Kirk- 
patrick, and D. B. McLennan, Q.C., of 
Cornwall, trastees for the bondholders, 
the Sun Life As-urance Co. apainst the 
Coruwall Electric Street Railway Co., 
Ltd. The company has been in finan- 
cial difficulties for some time, aud were 
forced to sue for the whole amouut of 
the bonds, $100,000, and overdue iuter- 
est. The result is a judgment for the 
vondaolders, Chief Justice Armour at 
the sume time giving an order for the 
usual decree of foreclosure, with costs. 
The total claim of the Sun Sife com- 
pany against the property amounts to 
$90,000 and interest, the par value of 
the bonds being $100,000. These bonds 
consist of first mortgage five per ceuts, 
md were to run for the spice of twenty 
years. The whole issue was takeu by 
the San Life company. According to 
the statement the company issued in 
September, 188, the total | assets 
amounted to $234,956.10. The capital 
stock of the company, issued and taken 
up, amounted to $117,000. out of an 
authorized capital of  $150.000. A 
large amount of this is held in Montreal 
and a goud portion of it is said to be iu 
the brokers’ offices. The ofticers of the 
Sun Life company state that the judg- 
ment of the cuurt will cut out all the 
shareholders aud unsecured creditors, 
and that they will have uo claim what- 
ever upon the compiny. This means 
that the stock will not be worth more 
than the value of the paper upon which 
it is engraved.

THE DAMP GRAIN PROBLEM. 


Farmers Should Act Quick to Get Good 
Kesults. 


Certain districts of Manitoba were 
subject to very rainy weather during 
harvest this lust season; and even with 
the greatest care some of the very best 
farmers had wet wheat on their lands. 
‘Tnis is a very serious mutter, and can- 
not receive too much atiention at the 
present time, as but two months at 
best remain to get this grain in shape 
to keep through the summer. 

With considerable energy aud fore- 
sight the grain handlers and Canadian 
Pacific Railway Co. buve provided 
grain dryers at several poin's in the 
province, but prine:pally at Fort Will 
iam, where the C.P.R., under the man- 
agement of Mr. King, have established 
the lurgest and most complete plant ot 
this kind in the world. The capucity 
is 30,000 busheis every twenty-four 
hours, and the plant is ren continually. 
The process is by arawing hot air from 
steam-heated coils through a bin of the 
damp wheat until all the moisture is 
drawn off. This causes a shrinkage of 
from 10 to 20 per cent. The bin is 
made in divisions of 215 inches, separ- 
ated by very strong perforated iron 
sheets, each adternute division is filled 
with wheat. The process is expensive 
as it takes a great deal of fuel for heat- 
ing, and the fan requires to be run at a 
very high speed. ‘Lhe best resnits are 
then attained by allowing the wheat to 
sweat for two weeks. This whest is 
all thorcughly cleaned before and after 
drying. 

The farmersof Manitoba should lose 
no time in getting this wheat to Fort 
Willism now while the cold weather
